D TRANTEX BID TAB

This contract is for the purchase of one trailer-mounted thermoplastic pre-melter with walk-
behind striping machine that will be assigned to the Markings Division of the Department
of Public Works. It will be used to support pavement marking crews responsible for
scheduled crosswalk and stop bar maintenance.

Twelve hundred pounds of thermoplastic material is melted by LPG burners in each of two
kettles mounted on this trailer. The molten material is then discharged into a walk-behind
striping machine for application onto the road surface. Currently, these type pavement
markings are applied using paint which must be reapplied on a maintenance schedule of
9-12 months. The use of longer-lasting thermoplastic material will extend this maintenance
schedule to 4-5 years.

This unit will replace a truck-mounted unit that has been identified by Fleet Services as
eligible for replacement because one of the kettles has burned out and replacement of the



kettle is cost prohibitive. Fleet Services will remove the melter body from the chassis and
retain the chassis for reuse and reissue.
